Some of our staff have 

quarantined. As we can, we plan to 

complete these. 

• Mr. McLain asked about the lifting the 

reciprocity agreement for the out of 

state licensee who may not have 

NREMT license and have to obtain this 

before TN licensing can occur. 

Concern is this slows the process down 

and we have short staffing issues. 

Director Ward and Director Cook add 

clarity to the question and process. If 

someone is seeking reciprocity in TN 

they only need to be licensed in the 

state and have had a NREMT license 

for that discipline in the past. It is not 

necessary for a new NREMT 

certification. The group was 

appreciative of the information shared. 

Again, discussion as to the authority to 

wave a rule was discussed in detail.  

• Discussion and question from Dustin 

Housewright on-line education out of 

state NC discussed. Director Cook, we 

accept some out of state education but 

must be approved curriculum meets our 

TN guidelines.  

• Jonathan Wood discussed identifying 

guidelines for services virtual contact 

hours.
